The third option being explored is 
the removal of the existing section, 
with' the remaining section to be 
lengthened by 55 feet. “This would 
create an overall dock about 250 feet

Supper will benefit 
fast Jordan pond 


In an ongoing effort to raise funds 
for the construction of the Jenni 
Kenny Memorial Fishing Pond in 
East Jordan, a Hunter’s Supper and 
Bake Sale wil] be held on Tuesday, 
Nov. 11, from 4-7 p.m. at the East 
Jordan Snomobiler Club on Mt. Bliss 
Road. 

The mea] wil] feature homemade 
chili, courtesy of fishing pond project 
organizer Tom Durecki, salad, 
cornbread, beverage and dessert. 
Tickets for the all-you-can-eat event 
are $5 for adults, $3.50 for kids ages 
6-15, and free for kids under 6. 

Tickets are available at Tom’s Bait 
and Tackle in East Jordan and Route 
66 Oil Exchange. 

A bake sale will be held at the same 
time, with proceeds also to benefit the 
pond construction. 

The Jenni Kenny Memorial Fish- 
ing Pond is the result of a grassroots 
effort, spearheaded by area sports- 
men, in a bid to encourage fishing 
among area kids. Begun in 2002, the 
effort to establish the pond came out 
of early meetings of a local fisheries 
committee, comprised of members 
from East Jordan, Boyne City, and 
Charlevoix, including Tom Durecki. 
According to Durecki, one priority 
was to find a way for East Jordan spe- 
cifically to get kids fishing; driving 
by Sportsmans Park one day, he real- 
ized that “God gave us the perfect 
site.” 


After doing a little research with the 
Michigan Department of Natural Re- 
sources, Durecki got the blessing of 
the East Jordan City Commission, and 
so began to pull the project together. 

In July, an official groundbreaking 
was held, at which time the pond was 
dubbed the Jenni Kenny Memorial 
Pond, named after a young East Jor- 
dan resident who passed away in 1998 
due to complications from Down’s 
Syndrome. - 

Plans include a pond 450 feet in 
length, 10-30 feet wide, and 8-10 feet 
in depth. Five piers will be built for 
use by young anglers, including an 
open pier on each end of the pond, 
and three covered piers in the middle. 
The project, which includes a 10-foot 
wide asphalt walkway along the 
pond’s length, will be handicapped 
accessible. 

Once completed, the pond will be 
stocked with blue gill and trout for 
catch-and-release fishing. 

The progress of the project will 
continue to depend on the generosity 
of the community. Hilltop Construc- 
tion has already dug the pond, though 
culverts still need to be put in place. 
Ron Whitaker, Durecki said, is lined 
up to level the area to be seeded. 
“Then we’ ll button it up for this fall,” 
Durecki said, with an eye on picking 
up again in the spring.

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State-level budget cuts have 
libarians campaigning for funds

Usually a few days spent with colleagues at a profes- 
sional conference will revitalize, energize, and renew my 
enthusiasm for my chosen profession. This year the an- 
nual Michigan Library Association conference had a 
slightly different air to it. While it’s true I found answers 
to important questions, gleaned some valuable new ideas, 
and heard all of the juicy news from around the state, 
there was an overall sense of frustration I haven't seen 
before, 

Librarians are generally pretty resilient, “never say die” 
kinds of folks. But State Librarian Christie Brandau ad- 
mitted that she is angry about state budget cuts that affect 
libraries. For example, when other services are cut 
throughout the state, like the closing of most of the un- 
employment offices, people are told to go to their local 
libraries to access the forms and information they need 
online. Then, with the same excruciatingly dull knife, 
funding for libraries is cut as well. 
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dealership north of Bay City.” 


Tough economic times make libraries ever more im- 
portant to their communities. A family suffering from a 
temporary loss of income cannot decide to do without 
heat, lights, water or food. Entertainment items, such as 
an Internet connection, movies, magazine subscriptions, 
books, or family outings, are usually the first things to be 
cut from the family budget. All of these things are avail- 
able at the library. When library funding is cut, libraries 
are forced to cut hours, materials, or programs, limiting 
access when people need it most. 

As I said, though, librarians never give up. 

We are forging ahead with plans for a statewide ‘online 
catalog and delivery system. We are continuing with the 
citmpaign to improve funding sources for libraries. 

We will keep doing what we do best — providing infor- 
mation, education, and entertainment resources to our 
patrons.
